However, he never occupied it as he passed away just before completion. In 1936 it was renovated and became 
a Town Hall.

Vele BVN televisie kijkers 
volgen ongetwijfeld het 
VPRO programma “Beagle, 
in het kielzog van Darwin”, 
de reis van de Nederlandse 
clipper Stad Amsterdam, die 
150 jaar na het publiceren 
van het boek “On the origin 
of species” van Charles 
Darwin en 200 jaar na zijn 
geboorte, dezelfde reis 
maaktals Darwin 178 jaar 
geleden. 

De clipper Stad Amsterdam, 
een 10 jaar oude driemaster, is voor deze reis ter 
beschikking gesteld door de directeur van Randstad 
en hij is ook een van de belangrijkste sponsors van 
het programma. Op zondag 14 maart’s avonds om 
7 uur meerde de Stad Amsterdam af aan Victoria 
Quay in Fremantle, nadat het schip 2 dagen voor de 
kust had liggen wachten in Gage Road, totdat het 
passagierschip de Queen Mary 2 de haven had 
verlaten. Geeft je een beetje te denken over de 
capaciteit van de haven van Fremantle, als een 
schip van net boven de 1000 ton de haven niet 
binnen mag varen, terwijl de kade waar het moest 
afmeren vrij was. 

Aan boord hadden we een gesprek met Hans Fels, 
de geestelijke vader van het project, cameraman en 
filmmaker, die na ruim 20 jaar zijn droom 
werkelijkheid zag worden, maar meer daarover kunt 
u op het internet lezen.

Van hieruit vertrekt 
het schip naar Mauritius en Kaapstad om via 

Valencia naar 
Plymouth terug te 
keren. 

Op onze vraag hoe 
het weer tot nu toe 
was geweest, 
antwoordde Hans 
dat zij zo af en toe 
wat wind hadden 
gehad, maarechte 
stormen of orkanen 
en reuze golfslag 
hebben zij niet 
gehad. 

Aan boord zijn zo’n 
20 bemanningleden, ongeveer 10 mensen die direct 
met het project te maken hebben en daarna nog een 
aantal gasten met interesse in het project. Een 
aantal gasten zijn gedurende het gehele project aan 
boord, zoals de Britse biologe Sarah Darwin, 
achterachterkleindochter van Charles Darwin, Dirk 
Draulans, Vlaams bioloog, TV- presentator en 
schrijver, en niet te vergeten de Britse 


reisboekenschrijver Redmond 
O’Hanlon, een fervent reiziger en 
lezer. Hij heeft zoveel mogelijk 
boeken meegenomen aan boord, in 
de hoop dat hij niet meer aan wal 
wordt gezet. Hij doet meestal de 
presentatie en gaat van boord om 
landopnamen te maken. Wij 
vertelden hem dat we net de 
aflevering hadden gezien vanuit 
Sulawesi (Celebes) in Indonesia, 
waar hij de vogelvlinder zag, die 
Darwin had beschreven, maar wij 
die helaas niet hadden gezien 
omdat de cameraman niet zo snel kon volgen. Hij zelf had 
de aflevering nog niet gezien.

TILBURG: 

Tilburg is a landlocked municipality and a city in the Netherlands, located in the 
southern province of Noord-Brabant. Population around 203 000. Tilburg 
municipality also includes the villages of Berkel-Enschot and Udenhout. Flag & Coat of Arms 

HISTORY: 

Compared to many of the other large cities in the Netherlands, Tilburg cannot claim a particularly long 
history. 

Little is known about the earliest history. Documents from the year 709 show the name Tilburg for the first 
time. After that, all sources remain silent for some centuries. In the later Middle Ages, Tilburg was more of 
a local 'region' than a village or city, although a couple of small hamlets provided its population centres, 
one of which was known as Oost-Tilburg ('Eastern Tilburg'), which was later reflected in the name of 
Oisterwijk ('Eastern Quarter'). This village centred around a small (probably wooden) castle or 
'Motteburcht' on an equally small hill, which became derelict and was tom down after a few centuries at 
most. Of this first 'Tilburg Castle', nothing remained, apart from a few remnants of its moat in the suburbs 
of Oisterwijk. In the 14th century, Tilburg was proclaimed a manor. Together with Goirle, it acquired the 
title of "The Manor of Tilburg and Goirle". 

Successively, the manorial rights fell into the hands of several lords of noble lineage. They derived their 
income from taxes, fines and interest paid by the villagers. 

THE 15th CENTURY ONWARDS: 

In the 15th century, one of the lords of Tilburg, Jan van Haestrecht, 
built Tilburg Castle. "That stone chamber at Hasselt" is mentioned in 
several historical documents. In 1858, however, the castle had to make 
way for a factory. It lives on, however, in the city arms and logo. A 
replica of the fundaments of the castle was restored in ca. 1995 on its 
original location, after the factory was demolished. In 1803, Goirle was 
separated from Tilburg. In that year, it had about 9,000 inhabitants. 

Tilburg was granted city status in 1809, so the city celebrated its 200th 
anniversary in 2009. Tilburg grew up out of a number of small villages and hamlets, largely populated by 
sheep farmers. 

KING WILLIAM II: 

King William II (1792-1849) always bore a warm heart towards Tilburg. 
"Here I can breathe freely and I feel happy", he once said about the town. 
And he acted accordingly. King William II always supported Tilburg, also in 
a financial way. He improved the sheep breeding, built new farms and 
founded a cavalry barracks on the St. Joseph Street, now the imposing 
building of the City Archives. Although the King was always received with 
open arms by several befriended manufacturers, he needed his own residence 
in Tilburg. The palace was built in the middle of the 19th century. 

William II died a few months before the completion. It is now part of City 
Hall. 

In 1987, close to the palace, an obelisk was erected, in remembrance of King 
William II. It replaced the old needle built in 1874, which disappeared from 
Statue King Willem II the street scene in 1968. 

After being restored, William II's statue has got a place again in the heart of the city, where he felt happy 
among its inhabitants. The local football club Willem II Tilburg was named after him. 

THE HERD PLACES: 

Tilburg grew around one of the so-called "herd places", three-cornered plots where a number of roads 
(usually sandy roads) met. These herd places were collective pasturelands for flocks of sheep. Their 
triangular shape is still reflected in the layout of many places in Tilburg. Many districts - such as Korvel, 
Oerle, Broekhoven, Hasselt, Heikant, De Schans and Heuvel - bear the names of these old hamlets.

TILBURG AS WOOL CAPITAL OF THE NETHERLANDS: 

The poor farmers living in these hamlets soon decided to stop selling the 
. wool of the sheep and to weave it themselves. For a long time a greater 
I part of the space in their houses, which used to be very small, was 
| occupied by a loom. In the 17th century the number of looms in Tilburg 
was about 300. Enterprising people saw their chance. As so-called 
| drapers they supplied the weavers with the raw materials for their "home 
working". The first Tilburg "mill houses" had come into existence. From 
that point on, the wool- industry underwent rapid growth and in 1881 
Tilburg had as many as 145 wool mills. Home weaving continued, 
however, until the early years of the 20th century. Woollen textiles from Tilburg were known far and wide. 
After the Second World War, Tilburg retained its place as wool capital of the Netherlands, but during the 
1960s, production shifted to the low-wage countries, whereupon Tilburg had to seek ways in which to 
diversify its economy. It has done so with great success, largely due to the perseverance and determination 
of its people. Present-day Tilburg industry is characterized by a large variety of enterprises. The main 
economic sector has become transport & logistics, with a variety of industry as a good second. 

Today, the industrial past lives on in the Audax Textiles Museum, which is housed in a former mill. The 
machines here have not yet been silenced.

Tilburg is an interesting, vivid and warm city, surrounded by beautiful 
nature areas like Moerenburg, De Loonse and Drunense Duinen, Campina 
and De Utrecht. There's a lively city centre, offering well known brands but 
small, specialised shops as well. And of course there are large companies 
like Fuji, Bosch, Bjorn Borg, Interpolis. More on present-day Tilburg and 
the corporate line followed by the Tilburg city council is to be found in the 
article on Tilburg, on the Tilburg City site. Higher Education is of 
significant importance, with Tilburg University attracting scholars from all 
over the world. Tilburg University was founded in 1927 and Tilburg is a 
fully accredited government financed university with almost 12,000 
students. Tilburg university (motto: "Understanding Society") specialises in the social sciences and 
humanities and has five faculties. De Koningshoeven Brewery is in Berkel-Enshot, which is part of 
Tilburg. 

DE EFTELING: 

A fun park, the Efteling, located in Kaatsheuvel, approximately 7.5 km north of Tilburg 
has a great deal to offer besides the attractions in the park. Every day of the week, visitors 
can watch a variety of exciting acts, enchanting shows and artists, live in the park. You are 
bound to bump into them wherever you go... inhabitants of the Fairytale Forest, amazing 
acrobats and merry musicians. Meet and greet, look and listen... or join them for a song and 
For further thrilling entertainment there are ample opportunities to enjoy the rides, such as: 

“The Python”, a steel roller-coaster with two loop-the-loops and two cork screws.

Can I come with him tomorrow? 
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The Netherlands at risk: 



Ice melting everywhere, The South Pole, The North Pole 
and Greenland, glaciers are shrinking in Switzerland, 
glaciers melting in New Zealand, sea levels rising as a 
result. Scientists are predicting a frightening future for an 
ever increasing population having to survive on a planet 
with a shrinking landmass. 

How will this horrific scenario affect us? Well, it will 
happen during the next one thousand years. 

Not even your grandchildren will have to worry too 
much or would they? 

What we do know for sure is that at present the earth 
temperature and the seasons are changing and sea levels 
are rising slowly. 

That brings back memories of our travels in bygone 
years when in Greece we were shown underwater parts 
of erstwhile buildings and harbour installations. 

Those sightings were like the story of the once 
prosperous township of Reimerswaal along the river 
Schelde in the province of Zeeland. Salt was an essential 
part for processing of the fish, brought ashore by its busy 
fishing fleet. In order to get hold of the quantities of salt 
required, the locals went to the lower grounds outside the 
protecting dikes and dug up salt saturated peat which 
they first dried and thereafter burnt. This process called 
'salt burning' was the reason why after many years the 
low laying areas gradually were succumbing to the ever 
encroaching sea. 

The story goes that during the St Felix flood on Saturday 

5 November 1530 a dangerous hole in the dikes of a 

polder nearby Reimerswaal had appeared. The owner 

Adriaan Lodijcke, refused to 

have the breach repaired as he 

wanted to promote his property 

as a fishing fleet harbour in 

competition with Reimerswaal. 

Over the years Mr Lodijcke 

saw his extensive property 

being swallowed up by the sea 

before the same fate finally 

struck the on higher ground 

situated town of Reimerswaal. 
Painting depicting the St. Kl Charles y of g in as 
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supreme ruler over the Netherlands issued an ordinance 
in 1551 expressly forbidding further salt burning of peat 
in order to prevent further loss of arable land. 

While writing this another legend comes to mind, a story 
that emerged from that terrible St Elisabeth flood on the 
19th of November 1421. A heavy north western storm 
whipped up the waves against a weakened dike system 
of the western provinces. About two thousand people 
died. One little child during that storm who had come 
adrift in a cradle which was kept from capsizing by a cat 
clinging to it and so keeping it in balance. It was found 
stranded against a dike on a spot which is still known as 
'Kinderdijk' near Alblasserdam. 

An emotional poem describes vividly the trauma of those 
affected in those early days: 

Hoe vreeslyk de water magten 
De Dyck vol gaaten bragten: 

Hoe d' onbedwongen Zee-vloed suusde, 

En door de Kolken heenen bruusde 
Hoe onbeschrijfelijk de Golven 
Gehiel verwoed het Land bedolven. 

How terrible is the power of water 
That breached the dikes 
How the unbridled sea-flood 
Swirled through the breaches 
How those terrible waves 
Wildly covered the countryside. 

Hoe grauwsaam't Baargebons de huusen 
Verbrak en dese meest vergruusen; 

Hoe seer benaut selvs veele Lieden 
Ook sogten’t Doodsgevaer f ontvlieden 
Op Huusen,Daaken, Balken, Boomen 
Allom beknelt, met soute stroomen 
Soo kindren, Knegten, Mannen, Vrouwen 
T Was deerelijk om aan to schouwen. 

How those thundering waves are 
Demolishing the houses 
How many frightened people 
Tried to escape death 
On houses, roofs, beams, trees 
Surrounded by salt water 
Children, Servants, Men, Women 
It was terrible to behold. 

As usual, in times of great disasters, a person will 
emerge who will come up with the reasons why it all 
happened and the solution for the recurring problem of 
flooding. This person was Andries Vierlingh (1507- 
1579) who was employed by the city of Steenbergen in 
the province of Drenthe. One of his jobs was to maintain 
the dikes in the area. During that time he made a study of 
floods, the possible reasons and the solutions. At the 
time his outstanding knowledge was acknowledged by 
engaging him to drain various swamps and turn them 
into arable polders. He also became involved with the 
building of well engineered dikes. Towards the end of 
his life he published his observations and experiences in 
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a book called Tractaet van Dyckagie'. In this book he 
also mentioned and criticized the debacle of 
Reimerswaal. 

Andries Vierlingh was the first person to emphasize that 
the building of strong and suitable dikes was essential. 

He also advocated not only an aggressive land 
preservation policy but also the reclamation of land lost 
to the sea during previous flood disasters. He was way 
ahead of his time. 

Gradually the land reclamation and the drainage of 
swamps and lakes was gaining momentum, so necessary 
to accommodate and feed a growing population. Big 
challenges in this aspect were still there like creating a 
new polder out of the inland sea The Haarlemmer meer' 
as well as reclaiming part of the shallow 'Zuiderzee'. It 
was Jan Adriaanszoon who became prominent in 
draining a host of smaller lakes, the first being 'The 
Beemster'. Between 1608 and 1610 he had the lake 
surrounded with dikes and forty large water pumping 

windmills. The 
Beemster was 
completely 
drained by the 
year 1612 and 
during this four 
year period, this 
enterprise 
attracted 
international 
attention This 
success was followed in 1625 by draining the 
'Hugowaard', in 1626 the 'Wijde Wormer' became a 
polder and the 'Schermer'in 1636. Jan Adriaanszoon 
became known as the Poldermaker, with the nickname” 
‘Leeghwater' (drainer) which he adopted as his surname. 
However the greatest challenge of the day, draining of 
the 'Haarlemmer Meer' was not feasible, as windmills did 
not have the capacity to pump this enormous volume of 
water. That happened in the years 1840-1852 after steam 
power had been invented and implemented. 

After all these successes which had drawn worldwide 
attention, the Dutch made plans to start reclaiming part 
of the Zuiderzee. A start was made by creating the ' 
Wieringermeer' polder in 1930, followed by the 

’Afsluitdijk’ 
in 1932. This 
courageous 
undertaking 
made an end 
to the 
Zuiderzee, 
which from 
that time was 
to be called 
'Ijsselmeer'. 

The most ambitious plan was now to be executed, the 
reclamation of the so called 'Oostpolder', now called 
Flevoland. 


It started in 1940 and was completed in 1968 thereby 
adding a new province to the nation. The total land area 
gained was 1450 square kilometers. A local anthem 
came into being called: ' Waar wij steden doen 
verrijzen' (where we create cities), like Leliestad, 

Almere, Emmeleroord, Dronte and Zeewolde. 

The next item on the list was the safeguarding of the 
vulnerable province of Zeeland. This started in 1950 
with a dam in the 'Brielse Gat'. The havoc causing floods 
in February 1953 made the building of complete 
safeguards for Zeeland an urgent necessity. The total 
ingenious plan was completed on the 4th of October 
1986 and officially opened by a proud Queen Beatrix. 
These gigantic works have drawn worldwide attention, 
creating a well earned acclaim: “God created the world 
and the Dutch created the Netherlands”. 

Time as we all know does not stand still. Our planet, the 
only spec in the universe which we can call home and 
where it is possible for us to live, is under great stress. 
Our world is warming up. We feel it ourselves in our 
daily life. The seasons have changed. Some areas on our 
planet are getting more rain than they can handle, other 
areas are facing deadly droughts. The winters in Holland 
are not as they used to be when I was at school, longs ice 
skating trips en the 'Elfsteden tocht' are now an 
exception. The same here in West Australia, since when 
have we seen the Canning Dam overflowing? An article 
in the West Australian on the 26th of May 2006 tells us 
quote: that homes are at risk from rising sea. Parts of the 
Perth foreshore, Mandurah, Australind, Dunsborough 
and Busselton would be the first areas to be inundated as 
water levels rose, unquote. 

The impact of rising sea levels is certainly affecting the 
Netherlands as we know it. Near the city of Nieuwerkerk 
the slowly sinking ground level is now 6.76 metres 
below sea level (AP or Amsterdam's Peil). The airport of 
Schiphol is about five meters below sea level. About half 
of the Netherlands as we know it is under sea level 
Since the year 1000 AD there have been 113 major 
floods in the lower countries we call Netherlands. The 
country is gradually sinking on the western part and 
slightly rising on the eastern borders. 

Sea levels are expected to rise about 70 mm per year 
over the next one hundred years, coming to a total rise of 
nearly three quarters of a meter in that period. 

Further, even with the completion of the mighty Delta 
works in Zeeland, the country was not completely safe as 
250.000 evacuees found out in early February of 1995 
after the big rivers Rhine, Waal and Maas were 
overflowing through the unseasonable rapid melting of 
ice and snow in Switzerland, France and Germany. 

A foreign newspaper noted that "The Dutch sealed off 
the front door only to find that they were threatened from 
the back". 

For how long can the inventive and hardy Dutch keep the 
ever threatening sea at bay? We the present generation 
will never know.
